WOW....That was fun!! 


After a week of mtn biking in the Utah desert with a few friends I peeled 
off Friday noon to go find a high butte for my QRPTTF site"near" the CO/UT 
border. I say near because my guess is I was maybe within a mile of the CO 
state line on the Utah side. To be technical I was on UT turf! 


My location was on a high ridge overlooking the Colorado River 1000' below. 
Great views of the desert floor and Utah mtns to west and the CO rockies to 
east. Like several others I chose my site base on views and antennas 
possibilities. 


Friday night was windy, rainy and some display of fireworks in the form of 
lightning. I decided to spend the night in the car instead of messing with 
the tent. I worked Ed/we6w and Randy/ab7tk with my SW40 and homebrew bug 
catcher antenna till late evening...some nice rag chews! Conditions weren't 
too bad compared to Saturday! 


Saturday morning was chilly 50* with 25 knots of wind ...made for gloves and 
ski hat to work outside putting up the vertical. Used some my fifth grade 
geometry to figure out how to guy the thing and put it up single-handedly. 
(Who says 5 grade geometry math is irrelevent?) Forgot the tent stakes for 
tying off the guys so I used some big rocks which actually made it easier to 
straighten things out since I could just move them around easly. 


With the antennas up (5/8 wave vert for 20m & 40m bug catcher) and nearing 


start time I setup my table and gear outside seeing the temp was climbing 
fast into the 80's and the wind had stopped. T-shirt and shorts were the 
atire for the day so 

I thought. 


About 5 minutes after the hour a herd of cattle showed up to graze my 
vertical down by steping into the guy lines...I shouted at them only to get 


blank stares ....not much sign of inteligence behind those big brown eyes? I 
was worried one of them would strangle themselves in the dacron guy cord! 
And some gun-slinging angry rancher would show up ....wondering the "____" I 


was doing to his cattle. But the cattle moved on with no ill affects. And no 
angry rancher or guns! It only took a few minutes to repair the damage and I 
was back in the contest. 


90 minutes later...my site was hit with a "Dust Devil" (a dust 
twister)...log sheet and my ATU settings were air borne for about 20 minutes 
till the came down about 1500' from my site. Lost a hour retriving 
them....But enjoyed the hike anyway! 


Clouds kept changing the tempeture which kept me changing clothes to stay 
comfortable. A little rain moved in and I hastily put up a tarp which 
flopped around so bad in the wind I took it down after the rain sqwal moved 
through. Finally I was chased off my ant hill about 2pm local due to 
lightning and more rain. 


So between all the extra activities and interruptions I made only about 25+ 
contacts ....haven't totalled up the score yet...still trying to decipher my 
torn and water-stained log sheets! Great Contest....Big TKS to all of the 
QRP gang for joining in the fun and making it possible!! 


I'll post some pictures on my website a soon as their out of the soup. I've 
redone my website to help decrease it's BW and improve the download time for 
the modem folks. It's still work in progress as I type this email... but by 
this Friday I should have most all of it back online. Not much in the way of 
technical content just pictures of my rigs and keys etc.!

QRPTTF in April, in the Colorado Rockies, is never dull weather wise. = 
It 

was raining in Colorado Springs when I departed early Saturday morning = 
for 

Flourissant, CO. The selected QRPTTF site was on the Las Brisas = 
Observatory 

grounds at 8500 feet. (http://shell.rmi.net/~mugele/lbo/). Paul (WORW) = 
is 

the Director which made it easy to gain access to the facility. =20 

I arrived on site about 1400 UTC and immediately began assembly of my = 
35 £t 

portable military mast which would support a 3 band, clip lead, dipole = 
i 

inverted V for 40, 20 and 15 meters which I had cut and assembled the 
elements the night before. Then up with the tent, table, chairs, = 
Sierra, 

key, Gel-Cell, and Solar panel. Oh yes, and my HP200LX palmtop with = 


TRLOG 

which I was not too familiar. Only had the program a week. I was = 
ready on 

time at 1600 UTC but my antenna was not. 3:1 SWR on 40M and thus I = 
lost 

about 30 minutes "pruning and tuning" the wire. Finally about = 
1.2:1....g00d 

=E9nough!! 

The weather was better at 8500 ft than in Colorado Springs (6100 ft). = 
It was 

sunny, a bit windy, but no problem inside the tent. Rick (KOSU) = 
arrived 

just as I had finished with the antenna, and he was operational on 20M = 
about 

30 minutes after I started. My first contact was with WY1W at 16:33 UTC 
(40M). We were making Q's about every 3 to 5 minutes and the contest = 
was 

off and running. My first border contact was KK6MC, then N7CEE, then = 
AA7MU, 

WA7LNW, N7KT, NA5N, K7NX, this was GREAT!! Then we began to get = 
drizzle, 

some snow pellets which is actually more like freezing rain but = 
lighter. 

But not too bad as the sun would come back out and warm things up. But = 
the 

clouds were building, wind blowing, and I could feel the tent getting = 
noisy 

even with the headphones. It was cooler too! KOGM, K5AAR, WA2IPT, = 
KI6DS, 

the border stations kept coming in and I soon forgot about what was 
happening around me. Propagation on 40M seemed good to me. 

But by 22:53 UTC I had to shut down due to the snow and wind. It was 
getting muddy and so I lost 75 minutes of operating time putting = 
everything 

away. I packed the radio gear carefully away, the antenna mast took = 
the 

longest to disassemble, and finally just stuffed the tent into the back = 
of 

the Jeep after shaking the white stuff off it. I joined Paul in his

I have a few questions on diodes, I have looked in Paul Harden's 
Book and in the W1FB design book but none have really answered 

my questions. I know that they are rectifiers. They conduct in only 
one direction. (OK OK there is a small leak current backwards and OK 
OK there is also the case of Zener diodes) Zener diodes are used 

in regulator applications. (Also in high SWR protection) But I havent 
found any information on the limits of the diodes (except maximum 
reverse voltage and max current).

> I am new to HF propogation. Does this mean HF is going to be bad? 


Yesterdays disturbance caused a solar storm that occured for a short 
duration, an hour or two. That storming is caused by the radio emissions 
generated DURING and shortly after the disturbance, and traveling towards 
Earth at about the speed of light. 


Then about 2 days later, the particle radiation, which travels about 
1/10th the speed of light, strikes the Earth *if* the Earth is in its 
trajectory of travel. What happens is the particle radiation forms a 
shock wave, which collides with the Earths magnetic field. This makes 
the magnetic field that surrounds the Earth wiggle almost like Jello. 
This wiggling action generates huge electric currents that flows along 


our magnetic field lines, which in turn generates various forms of noise ... 


from elevated background noise (that is, a constant S-5 noise level or 
higher) and static bursts and crashes. Furthermore, these particles can 
enter the Earths magnetic field at the polar caps (where the field is the 
weakest), get trapped in our ionosphere which depletes the ionization of 
the E and F layers (there goes skip propagation and a low MUF) or even 
down to the D layer which causes high absorption of signals (there goes 
getting RF xanywherex) . 


In severe cases, the MUF (Maximum Usable Frequency) will drop to less 
than the LUF (Lowest Usable Frequency). This produces high absorption 
on ALL HF frequencies, or a "blackout" condition. 


For our current situation ... there was an X-class flare yesterday that 
produced a short duration solar storm, and hence bursty conditions for 

an hour or two on Earth. Tomorrow, the particle radiation (the slow 
moving stuff) will hit us, causing a geomagnetic storm, or basically a 
bunch of static. The geomagnetic disturbance will be noted by very high 
constant noise levels on the HF ham bands, while a geomagnetic storm will 
produce static bursts and crashes. So while the solar flux is fairly 
high for normally good propagation, it will be masked by the very large 
noise levels and possible absorption of RF on the HF frequencies. It may 
range from being a strong nuisance to try and operate through, to the 
bands just being pretty much dead due to the huge noise levels. But 
geomagnetic storms seldom last more than a day or two when triggered by a 
single event, such as in this case. 


Hope that explains it fairly well. You can now check off your "Solar 
Phenomenon" lesson on your Elmer 101 card -hi. And as Arnie Coro pointed 
out ... the bright side of such "shut downs" of the HF ham bands is a 
golden opportunity to "plug in the soldering iron."

That is one of the reasons that the Scout that I had went 
back to Tentec. The CW performance on strong signals and filter skirting was just 
unacceptable for me and I would not consider myself to be a "Serious" CW op, 
although that is my preferred method of operation.

Howdy all 


I am doing the digest mode of this list because I can't speed read , hi. 
Consequently it takes a me a little while to get things out. Went out 
with Bruce, N7CEE, and did a three corner thing at the border of AZ, UT, 
and NV. We left Flagstaff on friday so that we would have plenty of time 
to see if we could find the the three corner point and see how close we 
could get to it. We had numerous maps and a gps( we always have a back 
up nav system just in case we don't want to believe in the newer high 
tech stuff). Arrived in the vicinity of our intended three corner op 
late Friday afternoon and found we could get within a mile of border 
intersection. Looking at the overview from a little bluff we saw a lot 
of deep gullies and no roads to our target. Not wanting to risk dropping 
a wheel into one these gullies , we decided a mile was close enough and 
set up our station on the bluff. We did eventually hike to the actual 
monument marking the intersection of the states of Arizona , Utah, and 
Nevada. Unlike four corners, there was not the hype of the trading 


stands and other types of tourist attractions. Just a vast expanse of 
creosote bushes, Joshua trees, sky, and featureless mountains in the 
distance. The monument consisted of a four foot chunk of sandstone, 
topped by a geodetic disk, at the intersection of three wire fences that 
seemed to stretch to infinity. 


Antennas were a challenge in this type of country since there are no 
trees. We employed a push up mast to raise the center of a 80 meter 
center fed zepp and used two Joshua trees to support the ends of the 
zepp (amazingly enough most all of Joshua trees are roughly the same 
height, about 10 feet). Our other antenna was a trap vertical, guyed 
with dacron lines and radials spread out on the desert floor. Our main 
rig was Sierra running off a solar charged gel cell pack. During 
operation before and during TTF we never even phased this monster. It 
even supported the MFJ memory keyer. We did have backups of a couple of 
Wilderness SST's in case Murphy struck. 


During the test, the bands were not in the best of shape. We did about 
half of out contacts on 20 and half on 40. We had a very brief opening 
on 15 in which we manged 3 contacts and then it was gone. Worked a 
number of stations at the Four Corners area but never did hear N4C. It 
was nice to work other border operations and all the individual stations 
that were on. Even our good bands would only give good sigs on an 
occasional basis. Many signal could be heard right at the bottom of the 
noise but they could not be reached. We learned the value of patience in 
this timeless desert land. Things, out here, have been here before us 
and they will be long after our brief fame as humans eclipses. 


All in all we had a blast. My hat is off to AB7TT for thinking up this 
theme. We had few disasters, the only one being that I had forgot my 
tent (A rain fly looks very much like tent but, sadly, it function is a 
little different) and wouldn't you know it rained about midnight. So it 
was fun putting up a tarp by flashlight. Wx was amazingly cool (usual 
temps are in the 90's this time of year) during this test and it made 
for a nice time of eating tortilla chips, fig newtons, and consuming 
tons of caffeine via classic coca cola and Jolt. Egad, back on my diet 
next week!! We stayed saturday night and worked a few stations on 30 
and 40 meters but the storm noise really covered all but the strongest 
of sigs. We left earl sunday morning for civilization. We would do this 
again in a heartbeat. 72.

Not 
only did I NOT receive replacement QSTs, I did not even receive 
replies to my letters...

Hello, Larry, 


I am so sorry to hear that your requests did not get taken care of 
properly. If you sent the letters to ARRL HQ, you should have received 
replacement copies by First Class mail. If you didn't receive an answer 
to two letters, something was not done properly (almost certainly here, 
possibly by the post office, and certainly not by you!) 


If you let me know what issues were received damaged, I will ask the 
ARRL Circulations Department to replace them immediately; we have back 
issues going back a number of years. 


I don't know the entire story, but I can add that there were a number of 
reasons ARRL eliminated the plastic wrapper -- cost, environmental 
concerns by some members, etc. Interestingly, the number of replacement 
requests went down slightly, probably because fewer magazines were 
getting lost. The old plastic wrapper may have prevented some damage, 
but a thin sheet of poly plastic doesn't really protect the magazines 
very much. What WAS happening with the plastic is that the 
automated-mail-processing machines were separating the magazine and its 
plastic, leaving no mailing address on the magazine. (Also, if QST does 
get read during its travel through the mail stream, not having plastic 
ensures that it continues on its way to its final destination.) 


I subscribe to a number of magazines, and most of them arrive intact. 
Occasionally, I receive one with some cover damage. If it is my Readers 
Digest, I don't worry about it much; I read it anyway, then toss it. 
Other magazines, such as QST, Home Handyman, etc., I want to keep, soa 
badly damaged cover is certainly a concern. Those who COLLECT QST are 
especially troubled when they receive a damaged copy. Unfortunately, 
although we have been trying to resolve this with the US Postal Service, 
it seems we may have reached a bit of an impasse. We are also looking 
at possible improvements we might make at the printer to bundle the bulk 
shipments better; we suspect some of the damage is occurring to the top 
and bottom few copies. If there are 25 hams in your area, and you end 
up being #1, you may be seeing more damaged copies than the luckier soul 
in the middle of the pile. Unfortunately, the economics of it all 
pretty much require that we use the USPS to deliver QST. We have found 
that the problem seems to be endemic to certain areas of the country (NE 
is one of the trouble spots). We are trying to find an ecomonmical 
resolution. 


Nonetheless, we also want our members to receive QST in good condition. 
If anyone receives a damaged copy, write, call or email ARRL HQ and ask 
for a replacement issue. You are supposed to receive the replacement 
promptly. What happened to you is wrong and is NOT the way the ARRL 
intended that your difficulty should have been handled.

Hi gang! 


Once again here I am just to ask for some help and advice. Following 
W4RNL advice, I am just preparing my new antenna setup. I will move ina 
couple of months to a new flat and finally, after tedious negotiation 
with my XYL, I will be able to have my own "shack" in Barcelona (only 
2,6 square meters Hi). I am sure that I will be more than happy with 
this room and moreover I will have the opportunity of having a nice 
antenna setup. As always, budget is one of our drawbacks, so, the 


planning is as follows. I spent quite a lot of money buying a 2 element 
delta loop kit to cover from 10 to 20 and also a 2 element quad for 6m. 
Fortunatelly I found a nice second hand HAM II and saved some money. For 
the lower bands and following W4RNL advice I will probably build a 
couple of doublets and also a "Loop Skywire", those three antennas 
feeded with 450 Ohm ladder line. I am thinking as well of building a 
"remote antenna switch" to select among those three wire antennas. Here 
come my questions: 


1.- I would appreciate comments on the performance of the Loop Skywire 
2.- Anybody had experience building a remote switch for 450 ohm ladder 
line? Any comments will be welcome. I was thinking about the same 
schematics of the ARRL handbook (to switch 4 slopers) but only using 2 
relays to switch 3 antennas. As far as I am only QRP I was thinking 
about using gold flashed contacts instead of the standard Ag Cd O. 

3.- Anybody owning a similar setup willing to give advice about the 
right things to do and what should be avoided? 

I think that building all that "simple" stuff myself will allow me to 
keep my budget balanced.

Ok, I gotta say something about this: 

Consider: 

Dave Benson NN1G, who runs a one-man operation ( I think, unless he has 
some help from his wife or whoever ) can build a CW transceiver and sell 
the entire kit including circuit board for either $50 or $55, depending 


on whether or not you signed up for the Elmer101 project early on. 


In his kit, using only 3 crystals for the IF filter, he managed to get 
pretty decent CW selectivity and opposite sideband suppression. Now how 


much do 3 crystals cost? $0.99? $0.85 in quantity? Probably even less. I 
got a bunch of 4.192 Mhz crystals from Fry's Electronics a few weeks ago 
for $0.85 each to use in a future project. We're not talking about a lot 
of money for a few crystals and some ancillary capacitors and / or chokes 
to complete the filter. 


I haven't seen a test of the SW40+ IF bandwidth and opposite sideband 
rejection, but my ears tell me it is pretty darn good for a filter using 
only 3 crystals. And using it on a crowded band with strong nearby 
signals has not been a problem. In the SW40+ manual, Dave rates the -6db 
bandwidth at 500 hz, which seems reasonable from my on-the-air 
experience. 


Also, the much maligned, lowly NE602 is utilitzed in Dave's design, as 
well as in the Norcal Sierra, NC40A, and a host of other rigs. 
Nevertheless, all of these CW transceiver exhibit extremely good CW 
characteristics, including relay-free, pop-free QSK. You xcan*x use them 
on a crowded band without cussing the lack of performance. No problem, 
unless the guy across the street decided to fire up 1.5 kw! And a lot of 
expensive commercial rigs will not pass that test. :-) 


In the Spring 1997 issue of QRPp, Rob Rutledge compared the IF filter 
performance of the Norcal 40A and the Sierra. 


The 40A had a -6db bandwidth of only 400hz, and 1000hz at -40db, and a 

shape factor of 2.5. The USB rejection was 57db. Darn good performance 

for 4 closely matched crystals at an IF of 4.915 Mhz. I know - I have a 
4OA. Cost about $129. 


The Sierra had a bandwidth of 150 hz at -6db, and 1100 hz at 40db with 
the ABX set to narrow. The USB rejection was approx. 68 db . Rig cost? 
About $245 with one band module, but capable of muli-band operation. 


Each of these radios exhibit near state-of-the-art QSK, admirable 


selectivity and strong signal performance, with little or no T/R popping; 
and the sidetones are pleasant to listen to. 


So with this information, you have to ask yourself: 


( In a Clint Eastwood voice, as he said in Dirty Harry; "Do you feel 
lucky?" ) 


Did SGC look at their competition? Did they care about implementing even 
fair CW operation? Certainly the cost or complexity of manufacturing a 


decent IF filter or QSK circuit has been shown to xnot*x be a problem. Or 
rather did they simply wish to build a small SSB / data radio with 
little thought to CW mode from the start? What market were they shooting 
for? Was this clear in their original press release? Were they listening 
to their potential customers? Who xarex their potential customers? 


You decide. 


Check my sig file for other examples of other radios with credible CW 
performance that can be obtained without spending a lot of money. Even if 
most of them are single band rigs, the technology for good CW performance 
is evident in all of them. It's not that hard to implement - if you 
xwantx to. On the contrary, SSB rigs are much more complex and expensive 
to design and build.

Most engineers are human. (Someone actually once told me, "You're an 
engineer? And you seem almost normal!") So, in spite of what is written on 
the spec sheet, an engineer's design will reflect his or her preferences and 
prejudices. 


I have no doubt that the SGC2020 will be a fine radio for some people. It 

has been designed by engineers with well-known track records for producing 

successful products. This does not necessarily mean that the tradeoffs and 
compromises they chose would be the same choices that you or I would make. 

I concluded long ago that this was not the rig for me, and this should not 

be construed as criticism of the SGC2020. 


On the other hand, I have spoken with Eric and Wayne of Elecraft, and I have 
fondled their prototypes, and am somewhat personally familiar with their 
prejudices and preferences as they concern ham radio. These are guys who 
understand the things that I feel are important to me in a radio. When I 
ask Wayne how he handled a particular design issue or which way he 
implemented a certain piece of the circuit, his answers are always correct 
from my point of view. I expect to have a K2 in my shack. Does this mean 
that the K2 is a better rig than the SGC2020? No, and it would be unfair to 
try to compare them until both designs are finished and produceable. 
However, it does mean that I have high confidence that the K2 will be a rig 
that I will enjoy using, and will be the better rig for me. YMMV, of 
course. 


One thing is certain -- it's nice to have the choice.

I don't recall seeing sensitivity 
measurements being quoted anywhere; nor did I see any blocking dynamic 
range figures. Filter bandwidth specs? You get the idea. 


Remember folks, the price paid for an impulsive decision to buy a 
vapor-ware product is the possibility of disappointment. Sadly, SGC did 


little to manage expectations...

Check that the shafts to the two variable caps are not 
intermittantly shorted to ground when rotated. If you 
weren't able to get the two mounting screws exactly 
at the correct mounting position, it's possble that 
one, or both of the shafts are shorting to the panel. 

To correct the problem, remove the knobs, rotate each 
shaft and carefully look at the shaft up close. If 
the shafts are indeed contacting the faceplate, then loosen 
the two mounting screws and move the capacitor away from 
the spot where it rubs. If there is enough play, you 
can re-tighen the mounting screws without the shaft 
contacting the faceplate through it's travel. 

A better solution, but more drastic, is to remove the 
offending cap(s), and bore out the shaft opening 
just a wee bit. 


How do I know about this problem? FYBO, AB7TT, 
WA5WHN and the NM gang - long story.
